Canada and Europe exist only in 
Mr. Dunn’* imagination,” and that 
“ Honest Bob Dunn ought not to trifle 
m this manner with the confidence of 
fits readers.” 
Tbe 
trouble with 
the Brainerd 
J ournal is that it lacks acquaintance 
with the facts. 
We take pleasure on

E arly In th e S ix te e n th C e n tu ry , 
The continental m onts de piete had 
their origin in the Italian m onta di 
pieta large numbers of which were 
founded in Italy throughout the six­ 
teenth century and the objects of 
which were, in the first instance, es­ 
sentially charitable the avowed pur­ 
pose of the institution being to count­ 
eract the injurious effect of usury by 
lending money on deposits at an a1 
m ost infinitesim al rate of interest. 
The Franciscan monks were the first 
to lend money on goods, and in 1515 
they were allowed by the pope to re­ 
ceive a moderate am ount of interest; 
but, the London Telegraph says, that 
in process of time the Italian monti 
di pieta became extensive nanking 
corjxirations, which 
were occasion­ 
ally plundered or half ruined by forced 
loans exacted by tyrannical princes, 
and sometimes brought 
to entire 
collapse by judicious financial specu­ 
lations. 
The Paris moot de piete, which was 
not established in France until 1777, 
was suppressed at the revolution, but 
re-estab ished in 1*04 by Napoleon I. 
lr has been ever since a business car­ 
ried on under the direct control of tilt 
state.

H o w th e Ba lu b' in s P r o d u c e R es ul ts 
F r o m the C r u d e Material. 
Tile Balubans, as the natives of the 
Maunsanyomma District oi Central 
Africa are styled, enjoy an excellent 
local reputation as iron 
workers. 
They find their crude material in the 
form of hog iron ore on the surface of 
the land. 
It rarely happens that 
digging to an appreciable depth is nec­ 
essary. The smelting furnaces which 
are constructed of clay, are from six 
to ten feet high, from forty to sixty 
inches in diameter at the base and 
conical in shape. 
The ore ii tipped into the furnace 
from above; the charcoal, on the 
other hand, is introduced into basin­ 
like side openings, which also receive a 
continuous air blast, while the iron 
and slag are removed from the bot­ 
tom of the furnace about every eight 
or twelve hours, according to tile de­ 
gree of heat obtained. 
The forge is acircularbuilding, some 
sixteen feet in diameter, with a point­ 
ed roof and open side. At a distance 
it 
might 
be taken for a park 
band stand. 
In the centre of this 
hut is the fire, which is maintained in 
constant activity by means of a uni­ 
que pnir of bellows; which merit a 
I special description. They (consist of 
a block of wood, generally twenty 
i inches long, hollowed out and fitted 
with a funnel head made out of clay. 
At the lower end are two orifices, 
over which skins are stretched. 
Mo­ 
tion is imparted to i lie instrument 
by the action of two sm a’l rods. The 
hammer is of solid iron; the togs are 
marvels of simplicity—to wit: A bent 
palm branch, 
An iron wedge driven 
iiUo a timber hole serves as an anvil. 
The recollections of the Balubans 
carry them bark to the time when 
they wrought metals with stone tools.

L afitte’* baud of freebooters,” 
said 
Thom as Haines, once a lieu ten an t in 
the F nited S tates navy. 
“ He w as a 
tough-lookinjf 
specim en, 
and m ust 
have been well past eighty years of 
aff®, for it is m ore th an sixty years 
since L afitte had his head-quarters 
on G alveston Island and preyed upon 
th e com m erce 
of 
the 
ffulf. 
The 
relic of those half-forgotten tim es was 
an inm ate of a Jersey City charitab le 
in stitution and w as not m uch inclined 
to discuss by-{jones. 
He said, however, th a t L afitte was a 
very handsom e Frenchm an, m ore th an 
six feet in height, well made, and pov 
•es*cd of w onderful ta len ts as a com­ 
m ander. 
He ruled the toughest lot of 
men ever congregated on one island 
as though they xvere a flock of lambs. 
Occasionally a laxvless spirit

forth w*’re brief and full of trouble. 
Every woman who cam e in contact 
w ith L afitte fell in l«yv»: xvith him, and 
he was as safe am ong his fem ale 
friends in New O rleans as on G alveston 
island surrounded by his arm ed buc­ 
caneers.

Fire at Howe & Co’s Mill. 
On Saturday evening about nine 
o’clock fire broke out in the stacks 
of J. J . Howe A Co’s dry kiln, and in 
a few moments, almost before the 
alarm could be given, the tire had 
made such headway in the thorough­ 
ly dry timbers of the stack that it 
was impossible to save the building. 
Tie* department was on the scene in 
an incredibly short space of time, but 
were delayed somewhat in getting to 
work by the bursting of two lengths 
of hose. 
When all was ready, how­ 
ever, they did the most effective work 
we have ever seen the department do. 
They were ably assisted by the pump 
in the planing mill which was kept 
going constantly throwing a stream 
on the mill. 
It was only by the hard­ 
est jtossible fight that the planing 
mil1, which stood scarcely 15 feet 
from the kiln, was saved. 
The flames, 
fanned by the wind, at times seemed 
to roll right over the mill, but the 
boys of the department, holding a 
large sliding door between themselves 
and the flames to protect themselves 
agam-t the intense beat, manfully 
held their ground and continued to 
throw a stream of water against the 
end of the mill keeping it thoroughly 
drenohed, while saotber crew on the 
roof kept a stream playing on the top 
of the building. It wa* a bard fight, 
and the boys deserve great credit, 
but their labor was rewarded by sav­ 
ing the mill and dry sheds and many 
thousand feet of lumber, property 
worth several thouaand dollars. As it 
was the kiln and lamber shed in con­ 
nection were destroyed, the kiln con­ 
taining 100,000 and the shed over 
250,000 feet ef lumber, valued at $40 
a thouaand. The dry kiln coat over 
|6000, which makes the total lots 
over 118,000. 
There was $4,500 in­ 
surance on tho kiln, and only $5<H) 
on the lumber, which makes the com­ 
pany’s net lose very great.

corporations, which 
were occasion­ 
ally plunderer! or half ruined by forced 
loans exacted by tyrannical princes,

collapse by judicious financial specu­ 
lations. 
Tho Par.s mont de piete, which was 
not established in France until 1777, 
was suppressed At the revolution, but 
re-estab ished in 1804 by Napoleon I. 
Ir has been ever since a business car­ 
ried on under the direct control of th t 
s t a ’.e. 
To the central office on'y tht 
poorest classes of the population re 
sort, and they are as little inconven­ 
ienced by 
the shame-facednesv-f or

C0V. NELSON’S INAUGUR ’ L SPEECH* 


A MoRNHRe to the L e g isla tu r e W hich 
Km bod ies a C oncise and M aster­ 
ly R e v ie w of th e Stale's 
Husiness. 
? 


<Jov. Nelson took the oath of office in 
the presence of the members of the 
house and senate, and then delivered 
his annual message to the legislature, 
in which he reviewed the condition of 
the state’s finances and institutions, and 
outlined necessary and useful legisla­ 
tion. 
G entlem en of the Senate anil H ouse of 
R epresentatives: in obedience to law and 
conform able to custom , I subm it to you this 
m essage, 
touching 
the condition 
of our 
state and its public affairs. T he financial 
affairs of our siute governm ent are in a 
sound and prosperous condition. 
W ith 
a 
population of 1.4uw.iN)u, and an assessed val­ 
uation of $600,000,0**0, there is uu o u tstan d ­ 
ing indebtedness of only Sg.i.ri,*****, subject 
to an annual interest of but $«7,3i*u, am i on 
th e last day of Novem ber, 1892, there was a 
balance in the sta te tiea su ry to the credit 
of the different funds of $1,U*>S,'J46.54. Such 
a show ing as this clearly indicates that the 
governm ent has been conducted prudently 
aud oil careful business principles. 
The correctional and charitable in stitu ­ 
tions of the sta te arc fulfilling their mission 
to an exteht tiiat keeps us abreast w ith the 
tim es and tip to the dem ands of modern 
civilization. 
It is g ratifying to observe th at, notw ith­ 
standing out*rapid grow th, no increase has 
taken place in c ar prison population during 
tne last three years. As a m atter of fact 
there Was a sm aller num ber of sta te enu- 
viets (,11 the .’list uay of October, 1832, tiiau 
on the Hist day of October. 1SSU. This fact 
indicates the prosperous, industrious and 
iuw -abiding character or our population and 
dem onstrates th at the problem of A m erican 
civilization is here tiudiug u s best solution. 
The reform atory at St. Cloud is success­ 
fully accom plishing the benign purpose for 
which it w as intended, but its usefulness Is 
likely to be em barrassed and handicapped 
by existing recent legislation. C onstant em­ 
ploym ent is absolutely necessary for the 
physical aud moral w ell-being aud the per­ 
m anent reform ation of the convicts. 
W hen 
the reform atory was located ujxm a vast 
granite quarry, it was hoped and expected 
th a t the protdem of keeping the convicts 
employed w as solved, aud th at am ple work 
for many y ears to conn* would be found iu 
tin* quarries. 
Hut under the provisions of 
chapter 112 of the G eneral Law s of 1KI1 
only 33 j*er cent of th e convicts can be em ­ 
ployed fit quarrying and preparing granite 
for sale. The balance of the convicts, if 
engaged in granite work a t all. .a n osily be 
employed in quarrying and cutting stone for 
public buildings of the state, and for w alls 
and im provem ents on the grounds of the re ­ 
form atory. 
Wilh tiiis law in force, it is 
evident that flic stute. in order to provide 
em ploym ent for tw o-thirds of the convicts, 
must either utilize the granite for public 
buildings or inaugurate some new indus­ 
trial enterprise within the lim its of the re­ 
form atory. 
Under 
these 
conditions, 
in as­ 
much as additional buildings are urgently 
needed at the institution. It would stem to 
be the part of wisdom, at us early a day as 
practicable, to m ake use of the granite and 
the labor of the convicts, as fa r us |>osuible, 
in the construction of such buildings. 
State i n s t i t u t i o n . R even ue. 
T he m anufacture of tw ine lias been suc­ 
cessfully established at th e state prison and 
m eets w ith much favor am ong our agricul­ 
tural population. T his enterprise should be 
greatly enlarged and extended: not only fof 
tlie reason that it affords a perm anent lieitl 
for convict labor, as little in conflict with 
other labor iu the state as cun well be ob­ 
tained, but more especially for the reason 
tiiat our state prison tw ine, if furnished to 
the consum er at near its actu al cost, will 
alw ays to some extent afford our farm ers 
protection against unjust com binations and 
abnorm al price* on the part of the tw ine 
m anufacturers. 
It is encouraging to note that, thougli for 
a tim e insanity seemed to Increase at an 
undue pace, yet th at w ithin the iast two 
years the increase li is not been as great as 
was anticipated, nor out of proportion to the 
increase of our population. The grow th of 
our state, which in the future will be less 
rvpid and more from w ithin than In the 
past, will 110 doubt tend to fu rth er decrease 
the proportion of the Insane. Tills prom is­ 
ing outlook will obviate the necessity for 
any unusual 
haste in constructing addi­ 
tional buildings, end will also save us from 
any m aterial Increase in appropriations for 
the cu rren t expenses of the hospitals for 
the insane. An appropriation of $38,500 is 
urgently needed t<> finish and equip the 
southw est wing of th e third hospital at 
F ergus Falls. T his wing, when com pleted, 
will furnish accom m odations for 2U0 addi­ 
tional patients, and will thus m eet our im­ 
m ediate w ant for room for some tim e to 
come. 
Large appropriations :•*•“ asked for 
buildings :tt the hospitals at K ochester and 
F ergus Falls, and at the school for the 
feeble minded. W hen you come to con­ 
sider these requests In detail you will no 
doni><- take sueli action as the necessity for 
fu rth er accomm odation calls for and as the 
burdens of taxation will w arrant. 
The soldiers* home at M innehaha Falls is 
successfully perform ing its great mission of 
affording a’ cheerful and pleasant retre at for 
the needy mid hom eless veterans of our 
w ars. The institution is a m onum ent of the 
g ratitude and patriotism of a great people. 
Subsidiary and supplem ental thereto aiul 
existing under the sam e law . is n schem e of 
furnishing assistance nt their resilience to 
such needy veterans as have fam ilies or 
hom es of tli*dr own. and to the wd lows and 
dependant m inor children, and depend:,nt 
parents of soldiers. This mode of relief is 
especially intended for tho-e wuo cannot 
well en ter the home, but who are neverthe­ 
less as much entitled to public aid as the in­ 
m ates of that institution. 
Under the p ru ­ 
dent and rigid rules adopted by the board of 
tru stees, none hut those absolutely iu need 
can get relief, and 
this aid is not given in 
rnonrv. but in the absolute necessaries 
of 
life and only to a lim ited extent. From per­ 
sonal observation In m any eases. I an; con­ 
vinced th a t this m ethod of assistance is as 
salu tarv and as m ush needed as the home 
Itself, and is m uch more Inexpensive. The 
mom v from which 
th is relief is granted is 
know n as the soldier's 
relief fund, and is 
derived from a tax of one-tenth of n mill 
on all the property of the state. T his fund 
Is fast overgrow ing the dem ands m ade on it. 
At the beginning 
the present fiscal year 
there was a balance from the preceding year 
of j 24.407.Ki. and there will be derived from 
the Tax levy of the cu rren t year the sum of 
55P.55K.k5. ihijs giving a total available fund 
,,f '$*3,900 o* for the current fiscal year. 
D uring the fiscal year ending July 31st. 
jKpo th ere was • xpended bur *39.370.42 out 
of tills fund, and there is not likely, in view 
of the increasing results of the dependant 
pension law. to Is* any greater dem and on i« 
in the future. In view of these facts, it 
seem s to me it would be advisable to tra n s­ 
fer $40,000 of tlds fund to the so-called so'- 
dier«* h o n e fund, which would afford that 
fund am ple supply for its w ants during the 
fiscal years com m encing Aug. 1. 1893, and 
Aug 
1. 1 KOI. thereby obviating the neecs- 
sltv of :»nv other appropriation for that fund 
during those vears. In addition to this, the 
annual tax levv for the soldiers’ home relief 
fund should be cut down from one-tenth of 
a inlii to one-half th a t rate, which I think 
w ould be am ple to m eet all necessary de­ 
mands. 
Faliieatioi'.al F act lit lea . 
In the field of education M innesota oe 
copies high and advanced ground* »t all 
point*. o u r sta te university lias w ithin the 
Inst ten years grown beyond all precedent i.i 
quality, 
scope and member*, 
and to-day 
ranks" as one of the leading educational in 
stitutions of our country 
to which we cat 
all look w ith pride and adm iration. In IKS. 
the total attendance of students was 
In 1 s*.»:i tin* num ber has reached 1.3*4. An I 
during 1K!>;5 the num ber will exceed I..****. 
D epartm ents of law and medicine have been 
established and are in most successful oper­ 
ation. T here w ere 453 law and medical 
students in attendance in 185*2. and in Is:*;: 
the num ber will no doubt reach, if not ex­ 
ceed. <’><*>. The fees charged students 
in 
these departm ents are nearly sufficient t<* 
pav the salaries of all the instructors, am ’ 
will in the near future be more than amp;.* 
for this purjHise. P erhaps nothing pertaii 
fiig to tin* progress and grow th of the un 
versity has lieen more m arked and origin, 
than the establishm ent of a school of prac­ 
tical agriculture, giving sj>ecial instruct in ■ 
111 all th at pertains to the theory and prac­ 
tice of agriculture iu all its branches. 
I 
connection w ith this school and as a pari 
thereof is a dairy lmll. ample 
and 
well 
equipped, in which instruction is given in 
the theory and practice of cnee** qnd but­ 
te r m aking by an expert instructor. T hh 
school has been well patronized by the sons 
of our farm ers. 
In 1K'.*2 the attendance w at 
lo t 
In 1k'.*2 it was 115. and in 185*3 it will 
be over 140. and would be far more if thorn 
were sufficient accomm odations. W hile th« 
state 1ms dealt liberally w ith the university, 
yet its grow th lias of late been so rapid 
th at appropriations have not alw ays kept 
pace w ith ijs w ants. An increase in the 
force of Instructors lias been m ade from 
tim e to tim e, and Is still needed, and such 
Increase, to my knowledge, urgently calls 
for additional appropriations. The library 
and assem bly rooms are located in the old 
main building, which w as so injured by a 
fire in April, 1S5»2, that the assem bly room 
lias been unfit for us** since th at time. T he 
q u arters 
occupied 
by 
the 
library 
afford 
very inadequate room, and are wholly un­ 
safe in case of fire. An assem bly room 
sufficient for the great audience of students 
njid a safe and commodious place for the 
large aud valuable library are among the 
m ost urgent w ants of the university. The 
regents think that, w ith economy aud ad ­ 
vantage, thfjje. two—library - and assem bly 
room*—should be combined 1:1 one suitable 
and substantial building, and for this they 
appeal to you for a liberal appropriation at 
your 
hands. 
Our norm al schools are Increasing in use­ 
fulness and in attendants, 
and seem to 
k.-ep on advanced ground in all th at per­ 
tains to their special lines of education. 
Our high schools have become excellent 
feeders for our university, and have, to a 
large extent, assum ed the sphere, and ab­ 
sorbed the work of the old-fashioned acad­ 
emies. and thereby they have brought the 
advantages of higher education .lose to the 
doors of the m ass of onr people. 
Our common school system —the priceless 
Jewel of our liberty—grow s in quality and 
effectiveness year l>y year. Through sum ­ 
mer training schools, at the university and 
a t other points in th e 
state, as well as 
through 
teach ers’ institutes, the teachers 
acquire a skill and aptitude for their w ork 
which greatly raises tiie standard of our 
common schools. 
Liberal appropriations for 
these training schools is money well invest­ 
ed. and there <*:ui be no serious objection to 
setting aside a portion of the one mill school 
tax for tlsis purjM.se as recom m ended by tlie 
superintendent of public instruction. The 
contract for the supply of tex t books for our 
common schools, which has been In existence 
for fifteen y e a r', expired last A ugust. W o 
are now rem itted to the statu s, which ex­ 
isted j>rior to 1K77. under which the pupils 
supplied them selves w ith such books as the 
school hoard for the tim e being selected. 
Under this system books w ere dear, changes 
frequent, and there w as an entire lack of 
uniform ity. To avoid these draw backs, some 
action, it seem s to me. is urgently needed 
on your p art. To secure the highest order of 
book*, at the low est possible price, w ith 
uniform ity and stability, ought to be the cen­ 
tral Idea of any plan th at may be devised. 
The J u d icia ry. 
There are sixteen judicial districts in the 
H at* w ith tw enty-nine district judges, do- 
Jpg 
pt’iuij or o rd in al trial work. anjJ 


In addition to this there are a num ber of 
m unicipal courts, 
w ith considerable local 
jurisdiction. We cannot w.-ii shut mir eyes 
to the fact th a t this Judicial force is in the 
aggregate, In proportion to our population, 
unusually large, and th a t the w ork Is very 
unevenly distributed, iu some districts there 
is very little to do. w hile in no district, do 1 
think. Is there any substantial overwork. 
I 
think it would be the part of wisdom and 
good adm inistration <0 affect a judicious 
rearrangem ent of our judicial districts, so as 
to ^'.striluite the work more evenly and to 
leave each judge a reasonable and proper 
amount pf work to do. 
The dairy industry of the state, especially 
in view of the fact th at it is to th a t source 
we m ust 1« ok for relief when wheat raising 
ceases to Is* prom ising, deserves our earnest 
••are and protection. In connection w ith the 
school of agriculture and the experim ental 
station at St. Anthony P ark is our dairy 
sehoot now iu m ost successful operation. 
It 
Is her* w here otir dairym en of all classes 
can obtain proper instruction and training 
by precept and exam ple, by instruction and 
exjierlm eutal work. And this is the proper 
place and sphere for it. The departm ent iu 
charge of the stute dairy and food commis­ 
sioner, as a m atter of both law and practice, 
seem s to have no concern w ith purely edu­ 
cational and experim ental work, but is lim ­ 
ited. aud iu its very jilan and purpose lim its 
itself to police supervision aud |*olk*e pro­ 
tection. T his work and duty is undoubtedly 
necessary aud essential, both for the protec­ 
tion of the consum er and tie dalrvm en. and 
therefore should receive all proper aid and 
encouragem ent. 
Hut having in mind this 
lim itation and distribution of work. It seems 
to me th a t the force enijiloved and the sal­ 
ary roll in this departm ent is out of j.ropor- 
tion to the duties entailed and the work to 
be done. The salary roil is nearly $15,000— 
a g reater sum than th at of any other of the 
executive departm ents of our sta te govern­ 
m ent except the grain inspection .lejiart- 
lucut, which much more than pays its own 
expenses from fees collected. The present 
com m issioner is in no w ise at fault for the 
existing order of things. H e found it there 
w hen he entered the office. 
It cam e into be­ 
ing under the act of 1KK7. when the appro­ 
priation for the departm ent was Increased 
from $6.<****. as it existed under tin* original 
act of 1885. to $15,tJ<«». To my mind it would 
06 wiiolenome uiui vvltM? economy to retu rn 
in this respect to the act of 1ks5. A *6 <**0 
salary roll strikes me as ample f..r this de­ 
partm ent. 
1 commend tin* subject to your 
consideration for such action as you nuiv 
deem advisable.

am endm ents were subm itted to the pcojde. 
One of them , th at relating to special legis­ 
lation. w as adopted.

The other am endm ent, th at 
relating to taxation, w as evidently rejected 
because it authorized, among other thing* 
the substitution, iu the case of railroad com­ 
panies, of a m ere license fee iu place of tt 
tux upon gross earnings. 
In Lsstq the peojde 
declared tuem seivca in favor of this tax l>v 
voting to reject «'hajiter 15*1 of the General 
Law s of 1K8S*. T here Is at present no ade­ 
quate system .»f taxation for mining. **x- 
press, parlor ear and sleetilng car com pa­ 
nies. 
Under existing laws, insurance com pa­ 
nies. ImiIi foreign and dom estic, jiay a tax of 
2 per cent per annum ujmiii their gross |ire- 
uiitim receipts, in addition to taxes ujsm 
txith real and personal property in this state 
In case of foreign com panies. From this 
source we obtained during the last fiscal 
y ear a revenue of $127,244.25. W hile from 
the tax upon the gross earning* of railroads 
w e obtained a revenue of $K!»4.<*5*1.43 during 
the sam e jieriod. T hus from these tw o sources 
we obtained a total revenue of 51.<*21.335.25. 
In th e light of these facts and In justice to 
the other taxpayer*, it would se**m to be a d ­ 
visable and sound policy to enact a law j>ro- 
posing an am. adm ent to the constitution, 
authorising the levy and collection of a tax 
upon the gross earnings of all the com panies 
and Industrie* named iu the rejected am end­ 
m ent, except such as are now pa.ving these 
taw s.

T his large surplus of nearly $85,<MJU should 
be utilized, by being covered into the rev­ 
enue fund, b*r w hich appropriate legisla­ 
tion is needed at your hands. A fu rth er re­ 
duction in the inspection fees will prevent 
the recurrence of so large a surplus.

T h at you have am ple and 
plenarv jurisdiction in the prem ises is made 
plain by the suprem e court of the I idled 
I lli n o i s , to 
S tates In the case of M aun 
w hich I call your attention. 
Under existing law the w eighing, grading 
ami inspecting of grain by state authority, 
ami under state supervision, is lim ited to 
th e term inal points I have m entioned, and 
the city of St. Ulou.l. The grain, when it 
reaches these jioints. is either owned by 
local or term inal dealers iu grain, or by big 
farm ers, who can ship direct from wagon, in 
car load lots to the term inal dealers. 
It is 
these men therefore who. in their deal be­ 
tw een each other, have the sta te as um pire, 
both as to w eights and grades. 
Hut tin* or­ 
dinary farm er, he who is unable to ship in 
car load lots, aftd is obliged to sell his grain 
by the wagon l<*ad to the local dealers—and 
m ost farm ers belong to this class—he has no 
sta te uinjure, either as to weight, grade or 
dockage. No state weigher, or state inspect­ 
or, is a t hand, or can l>e invoked to right his 
wrong 
if any. but lie Is rem itted to the 
vague and dilatory remedy of the common 
law . T his discrim ination in legislative pro­ 
tection and legislative relief, 
has alw ays 
struck me as anom alous and unjust. Ann 
therefore I have alw ays favored, mid still 
favor 
some plan, 
neither 
restrictive 
nor 
burdensom e, placing all grain elevators and 
w arehouses, doing a public business, under 
sta te inspection, and sta te supervision, to 
the end th a t the sta te may effectively, an 1 
beneficially m ediate betw een the w arehouse­ 
m an and ihe farm er. 
\ \ l i n t t h e F a r m 
e r N e e d s . 
But. in addition to this, the farm er needs 
prom jit and unrestricted facilities lor the 
erection and m aintenance of grain elevators 
and w arehouses at all stations and sidings, 
w ith necessary side track and sw itching ac­ 
comm odations for the same. 
Years ago it 
w as the custom amoug railroad companies 
to give exclusive privileges to or to dis­ 
crim inate in favor of particular elevator or 
w arehousem en. 
W hile in most cases the 
railroads have now abandoned this policy, 
yet there are still traces of the old evil in 
some quarters. 
A notable instance is th at of 
th e F arm ers’ W arehouse Association of F ar- 
well. M inn., vs. The M inneapolis, St. l’aul 
A Sault fSte. Marie Railway Company, de­ 
scribed 111 th e rejiort of the railroad and 
w arehouse commission of 1K*.*1 on page 15. 
T his 
association, having first applied for 
leave to erect a grain w arehouse on the 
right of way a t the station of F a r well, w hich 
application the company w ituout ju st cause 
denied, then erected tin* w arehouse on their 
own land contiguous to the right of w ay, 
aud have ever since—now more th an three 
vears—been vainly endeavoring to obtain the 
necessary side track facilities for tin* same. 
Such conduct on th e part of the railroad 
company, aside from m ere technical law . is 
unjust an I irritatin g 111 the extrem e,and tends 
~to keep uj> a sta te of feeling betw een the 
producing and carrying in terests of tin* coun­ 
try that ought not to exist. The railroad 
company, iu thus obstructing and defying 
th is righteous claim of the association, ob­ 
stru cts and defies the state, for back of the 
hum blest farm er, iu 11 case of this kind, 
ought to stand the whole dignity an.l jwnver 
of the state. 
It is not for railroad companies 
to say who ought or who ought not to have 
w arehouse 
and 
sidetrack 
facilities. 
All 
should l>e put ou a footing of equality. All 
discrim ination should be elim inated to the 
end. that uutram clled com petition—one of 
the lu st regulators aud protectors— m ay be 
secured and m aintained. To entail tin* duty 
of m aintaining grain elevoturs uj*on 
the 
railroad companies, as has been contended 
for in some quarters, would tend to give 
them a monopoly of the business, and thus 


have called your attention. I cannot forbear 
to earnestly recommend th at you devise and 
enact legislation th a t will prom ptly and ef­ 
fectively furnish the necessary relief anJ 
redress In all eases of this nature. 
W hile M innesota is rajddly developing her 
vast m ineral resources, and is fast becoming 
n great m anufacturing state, it is still iu 
the jm rsuit of agriculture th at a large plu­ 
rality of her people are engaged. In those 
sections w here dairy aud diversified farm ing 
prevails, fa ir profits, as a rule, are secured, 
and th e farm ers are quite prosjierous. But 
w here w heat Is still the chief crop, and main 
reliance, there, ow ing in nart tb the diinitr* 
lshed and inferior yield of 185(2. and in jmrt 
to the unusually low jirice superinduced by a 
glut In the w heat m arket, arising from the 
large surplus of the great croji of 181*1, and 
the generous w inter w heat crop of 185*2, * 
som e depression, though none or a serious i 
ch aracter exists. W ith an average crop, not j 
exceeding eleven bushels per acre, and an j 
average price, not exceeding 55 cents per , 
bushel, it is evident th at our farm ers are to 
some extent laboring under m ore than ordi­ 
nary disadvantages, and deserve more than 
ordinary 
attention a t our hands. 
Under 
these circum stances, it is our duty, and 
should be our am bition, to keej> the expenses 
of our state governm ent, in all its branches, 
at 
as 
low 
a 
level 
as 
the needs of i 
th e jiublic service will Justify. 
And we 
should repress and elim inate, as far as we 
can, all that savors of sluecurlstn, w herever I 
it occurs, or w herever it may be invoked. 
And above all, we should, a t tlds Juncture, 
refrain, except in cases of urgent necessi­ 
ty, from inaugurating or entering upon new 
plans or 11.*v. enterprise* involving the ex­ 
penditure of public money. 
We cannot give ) 
our farm ers a better yield, nor better prices, 
but we can, at least, aid them to m ake the 
burdens of governm ent rest more lightly ou 
th eir shoulders. 
My predecessor has adm inistered the nf- I 
fairs of sta te economically and w ith great 
tact and wisdom, and has placed the public 
service on a sound and legitim ate business 
footing, for which he deserves the grati­ 
tude of all friends of g.snl governm ent. 
1 
hope I may be ablet to approxim ate the high 
standard of public adm inistration which he 
has jiluced before us. 
And now. as you and I are about to enter 
ujmiii the discharge of the duties assigned to 
us. may we be Imbued w ith th at wisdom 
whbdi is from on high, and may our labors 
under the blessings of a benign |*rovidence 
redound to tlie greatness and tin* goodness ) 
of our state and common country.

In the joint session of the legislature 
3ov. Merriam read his farewell address 
lo the members, uml it reviewed the 
work of the different state departments, 
and made some important suggestions 
with regard to needed legislation, 'i he 
message is given below in full: 
Oentletnen of tbe Senate uud House of Rep­ 
resentatives: 
Iu accordance w ith 
a 
well established 
precedent I uui allowed the privilege of call­ 
ing attention to the results attained in the 
various departm ents of the sate governm ent 
during the tw o years intervening since tue 
xss.-mhluge of th e legislature, and to th at 
end I desire to subm it briefly for your cun- 
ridcratiou such Item s as I deem ot eap.eial 
interest. 1 shall as well tnke the lib. rty of 
m aking some suggestions w ith reference to 
tbe fu tu re uction of this body upon m atters 
;ousidered of im portance to tue people of the 
commonwealth, 
i ’enuit me to again reiter­ 
ate the sentim ent expressed in my last m es­ 
sage to this body w ith reference to the «ie- 
tirability of avoiding all legislation which 
has for its aim the protection or benefit of 
any special interest, 
it is one of the jne- 
vuiling evils, if 1 may be perm itted to say 
IO, of all legislation of the present time th at 
there is too great a tendency to seek rem ­ 
edies for ills th at are impossible to cure 
through legislative enactm ent. It is desir- 
ible uud necessary to enact law s that will 
protect all citizens equally in their jn-rsonal 
Mid proj>**rty right, b ut to attem pt to j»r*»- 
ride a panacea for every trouble, w hether 
imaginary of real, Is of doubtful propriety 
ind m ust result In clogging the sta tu te 
H*oks w tth legal form s u tterly impossible of 
execution. D iscrim ination of any ch aracter 
b at Is to the advantage of one citizen uud 
lorks injury to another should be studiously 
jvoided as unfair and not in accord with 
re e Institutions. The s|d rlt of paternalism , 
recalled, in governm ent seems to jterva.le 
be public mind to an alarm ing extent, and, 
f carried to its logical au*l legitim ate eon- 
lusiou, m ust eventuate in the building uj> of 
avore.1 .la sse s an.l om m nuitles to the u< t- 
linent of the people. 
The apparent danger of a visitation to our 
diores of a dreaded jdague in the form of 
tslatlc cholera, through the me iliiin of em i­ 
gration from the infected cities of Eurojs-, 
ius called the attention of the public ui.^1 
lo a necessity for u revision of all law s _ov- 
fruing the admission of em igrants 
n u ts 
W estern Europe to the United Stab s, 
it 
jvas deemed advisable by the general gov­ 
ernment to take steps to prohibit t* nqs>ra- 
*lly all persons who are elasaed as em igrants 
Tom lauding a t any of our porta. As the 
Northwest, and particularly M innesota and 
he two Dakotas, w ere th e point* of destitut­ 
ion for many of those coming from infected 
ports. It was deem ed desirable by the Imard 
i t health of the sta te to procure a corps of 
experienced physicians to exam ine all trains 
coming into the state and projierly q u aran ­ 
tine any person, suspected of having the 
m alady, or those exposed to It. 
1’recautlons 
were wise, as iu this way a com petent jilan 
was 
provided 
for 
the 
m auagt nieul 
of 
t 
m enace 
to 
the 
health 
and 
lives 
*f 
our 
citizens 
during 
tbe 
coni­ 
ng season, should em igrants be allowed 
Jo land in the United Kiut.-s until the dis­ 
ease is thoroughly stanqe-d out in Europe. 
It would seem to be of questionable policy 
Tor the general governm ent to permit a t:/ 
tm igration pending the world’s fair. b--t this 
freat national exjstsltion be a com plete fail- 
ire through the introduction of lids t. rrlbte 
plague w ithin the eontlno of this country. 
I recom mend th a t a J*>int petition t«* sent to 
fougress requesting that all em igration be 
iuspended during the year 1*5*3, and, as 
F* H. to consider tb*- desirability of a re- 
ftsiou of ail law s governing em igration, su i, 
1 possible, seek to forbid our shores to large 
lum ls-rs of people who are not at all in 
sym pathy with our form of governm ent, and 
who are likely, m any o f them , to become a 
charge on the public. The time has arrived 
for some em phatic action uj*ou the j.art of 
tie1 A m erican people against this lnqlscrim- 
inate incursion of foreigners, who come to

Ve cannot protect our own laboring cir-ses 
ind provide proper compensation for them 
jf we are to be jjerpetuallj the place of 
refuge for the thousands wuo ur** sent to 
as by the governm ents of th e old world. 
Knilroud and

s lo u . 
I h e railroad aud w arehouse «*onml,s,on­ 
ers have submltr.-d their biennial r.-jmrt aud 
have indicated the wurk th at has in-eii ac­ 
complished under their direction durir g the 
past two years. The boa id has point*-*! out 
the desirability of m aking some changes in 
our present law. so as to have it conform as 
far as possible w ith the in terstate law gov­ 
erning railroads throughout the 
national 
dom ain. They have renew ed recom m enda­ 
tions of various kinds m ade In th. tr reports 
in the past, and I beg to especially iuvite 
your consideration of those sections which 
call attentlou to the .h -IrabHlty of enacting 
law* relative to the i-- nance of parses f* r 
the fret* trausje.rtatkm of passengers.

years. The trao*j«»rt*tb»n companies as a 
rule have m anifested a desire to comply 
w ith the spirit of the law in this r**spect. 
The m< st im portant w ork entrusted i<« th** 
boat'd of railroad an.l w arehouse * .mmi* 
sloner* is the Inspection aud w eighing of 
grain. D uring the past year, with one «*r 
tw o exceptions, the elevators at the te r­

The State Prison. 


T he annual rejx>rt of the board of m an­ 
agers of the state prison at Stillw ater has 
been subm itted, w ith a very fu.l account 
of the transactions th at have occurred sin<*e 
this laxly last assem bled. A very desirable 
contract w as made in October, 1891, for the 
use of the convicts during the two years, iu 
accordance w ith the law tmder which the 
sta te penitentiary is now iu operation. The 
sum received per diem for each jtrlsoner Is 
in excess of any sum heretofore obtained, 
and in addition desirable arrangem ents were 
m ade for the use of the m achinery owned 
by the state, as well as for furnishing qf 
power to operate t)ie Game. The last leg­ 
islature provided fof the purchase of addi­ 
tional m achinery for the purpose of m anu­ 
facturing binding tw ine, and. although some 
delay occurred in securing the necessary m a­ 
chines to carry Into effect the law. owing to 
the existence of the tw ine trust, which con­ 
trolled not only all of the tw ine m anufact­ 
ured In the country, but the m anufacturer* 
who produced the Im plem ents necessary to 
the m aking of tw ine as well. I am j>1 eased 
to state th at the results obtained have m et 
the fullest expectations. Binding tw ine was 
sold last year to farm ers in various parts of 
the state* and gave good satisfaction. 
The 
bin uog tw ine m achinery Is now in full oj>er- 
utton, and 1 have uo doubt the results d u r­ 
ing the coming year will be not only benefi­ 
cial to the farm ers of the state, but of value 
for the purjjose of the em ploym ent of tlie 
convicts. The present system of contracting 
the labor of 11 portion of the convicts for a 
short tim e is of great disadvantage to the 
sta te and it is not possible to induce m anu­ 
facturing concerns of responsibility to j»ur- 
chase tbe necessary m achinery to employ 
the convicts on contract when they are able 
to purchase the ialtor for so short a time. 
It 
is absolutely requisite, in order to obtain an 
advantageous arrangem ent for the state to 
perm it the lniurd of m anagers to make it 
contract for at least eight or ten years. 
Iu 
this way the best results would be obtain­ 
able as far as the state is concerned. A cer­ 
tain nam lter of the com b-ts can be employed 
yu state account In the iqanufaetnre of 
tw ine and In other work altont the prison, 
but at least one-half should be perm anently 
employed in some labor that will bring a 
revenue to the state and m ake the Institu­ 
tion self-sustaining. 
H ospitals for the Insane. 
I desire to ugnin call your attention to the 
desirability of some change in the mode of 
m anagem ent In connection with the hos­ 
pitals for the insane, and to reiterate my 
recom m endations ma<U- two years ago. 
I 
w ould suggest that gr.-at *r supervisory j»o\v- 
ers be vested in the lunacy commission and 
th at It be charged w ith a larger responsi­ 
bility Ut the com m itm ent and discharge of 
j»atiei ts. A very adm irable law relative w> 
this subject was brought before this body 
two ,ve. rb ago, but failed of sanction. There 
Is the greatest need for im m ediate attention 
to this m atter, and i slueeiely hojH* th a t the 
com m ittee which is especially to consider 
m: tte rs relative to the hospitals will preset*t 
plans for the correction of some of the evils. 
ThP board of m anagers of the Insane hos­ 
pitals have presented estim ates for needed 
imj>rovemefit9 
I need hardly call your a t­ 
tention to the urgent necessity of providing 
for the unfortunate j>eople of our state who 
are compelled to be cared for in our insane 
institutions, and it is as little as our citi­ 
zens can do to see th at am ple accommoda­ 
tions are j.rovided for all these within our 
borders. Increased facilities will have to be 
provided at Fergus F alls for th e natural in­ 
crease during the next two years, and iu 
addition the center building at the K ocuester 
asylum should be replaced w tth a fire-proof 
structure, lest a terrible calam ity occur th at 
will cause the death of many of the j.atienta 
now confined witliiug the asylum. 
I espe­ 
cially urge <q>Gii you the necessity of the 
granting of the dem ands of the board, iu or­ 
der to properly provide for the future. 
T h e S t u t e H o a rd of H e a l t h .

I Hie board of health ltj ex trq session
